If Shade-loving, they have been grown in beds under lattice, 
All plants that we have indicated as growing in light shade or full sun, we 
find grow very well here in Michigan in the full Sunlight with a heavy iuich, 
Also, plants ordinarily found only in the marsh grow very satisfactorily in the 
garden with a mulch both in summer and winter, For mulch, we use decaying rd~ 
wood sawdust. Straw, hay, grass clippings, etc., woul¢ be Satisfactory. Saw-- 
dust has the advantage of being free of weed seeds,
